The crash to which the writer alludes 


was caused by the tearing up of the 
benches and other wood work on the 
quarter deck.

with such violence against a part of the 
vessel, as to endanger life or limb.— 
Many received severe contusions and ' 
bruises, notwithstanding all their efforts.
